A Sketoh of the Demooratlo Nomi-
anee for Vies Presidont.

William TL Foglish, the Deman:

While Pepdloton s the
Geutloman George  of the Buckege
Btate, Englisl is m oviey way n splon-
did specimen of o popular gentleman
of and from the  people,  He may e
saildl to reprenent the  Hanl-money
Dewouraey  of  Hoosierdom in - the
wame way that Mr. Pendleton did the
Greenbsckers  of Olio. Mo is a
thoraughly prootical man, was born
in Seott county, Ind., Ang, 27, 1822,
Ho received & gooil common sehonl
eituention and  afterwanls a etlassical
utie, paswing thwe yonrs at the Univer-
wity of Bouth Ilwnover. 1Mo studied
law, wan' admitted to practice ot the
bar in 1840, but devoted most ol lis
timn to agrionltursl  pursuits.  In
1843 he wan Clerk in the Siate Hounse
of Reprosentatives,  During the Ad-
ministiation of Jamex K, Polk, 1844
to 1548, he wau cleth in the Treasury
Department ol the United  States.
In the Comstitntional Convention of
1B, of his own State, he officiated
an clerk, In 1851, he wanelectod to
the Btaw Housy of Woprosentatives,
and from his efficleticy as a parlia-
mentarian, was chosen  Bpeaker o
852 he was ¢lected  from the Now
Albuny dinirict to the Thirty-thinl
Congreas nd o Democeat, redbiving
8,064 voten apainat 7,064 votew for
Fargmwon, Whig. In 1854 he was re-
elocted to the Thirty-fourth Congress,
receiving 8,001 votes ogainst B,845
votes for Behaaltor, Republionn. 1In
1856 he was electerd to the Thirty-
filth Uongresy, recciving 10,577 againn
7927 votes for Wilson, Hepubliean.
He had also beon made a Hogent of
the Bmithronidn Iostitute, & high
and’ well-merited honor. He  was
electad ta the Thirty-sixth Congross,
receiving 0,209 votes,. ngainst 7,424
for J. M, Wilaon, Repnblican, having
served from, Dee, B, 1863 1o March 8,
1861, He wore his great honors dof-
ing the first kession of the Thirty«fifeh
Congrens, when  be' took an active
ppart  in  the Kansax compromise
monsure, and  officisted at the same
time ns Chairman  of the Committee
an Postoffice anil Postrontes, a posi-
tion that he aftorwards held in the
Thirty-sixth Congress. Ho in known
in lwlinns as fother of the Gom-
promise Dill. In  personnl appear-
ance be v tall of commanding and
impering fignre, fully six feet in
huight, dark, curly hair, woaring full
beard ot loose.  Hin appesrance iy
alwayn genteal, being what wonli
bo eonsidered o woll-tronsed gentlo-
man of wonlth the world over,  Ha s
Presidunt of tho First Nativnal Bank
of Indinnopalis, which he started ns n
comparatively poor man. e is now
acvottited aw the ‘happy possessor of
soveral millions, He  was recently
Presilent of the Association of Na-
tiousl Bankers, und is now engaged in
bnilding  the magnificont Grand
Opera-honse in the city of Indianap-
olw, Jis nomination wau a most lor-
tunate and opporlnne one, since it
accures the Biate of Indiana, as all
the Giermans are hanl-money men,
and the Greonebackors are content to
cloctGen Landers to prominent Bialg
oxition, Mr. English's father wan
Maj, Elisha G. Englinh, ane of the
pioncers of Nestt connty, who chmo to
itabont the time it was organized,
and continned to. rexido there until
the time of his "death in 1864, - Maj.
English served the peopls of Beot
county as Skeriff, as for buck as 1828,
ond nas répeatedly thelir represonta-
tivo in the Btate Legislature, For
many years he ropresented  Seott,
Juokeon amd Clark conutivs as Bena-
tor.
